MOSCOW, May 7. — Two Hollywood 
films—Battle for Russia and The North 
Star—won high praise from D. Zaslavsky, 
Pravda editor, writing in the magazine 
Literature and Art, published here today. 

The fact that Battle for Russia was 
released by the Special Services Division 
of the U.S. Army “debunks the stupid in- 
vention of Life magazine alleging that the 
American Army doesn’t know to this day 
what it is fighting for,” the author de- 
clared. ! 


“The North Star,” he states, “depicts 
Soviet peasants faithfully, thus revealing 
to American audiences the underlying 
reasons for the Soviet people’s victory 
and the Red Army’s strength.” 

Both pictures reflect the “radiance of 
Soviet heroism,” Zaslavsky wrote. Both 
derive inspiration from “the victories of 
the Red Army, and the loftiest ideals of 
mankind—independence and culture 
which have found a most reliable bulwark 
in the land of the Soviets.” 

“Battle for Russia,” the Soviet critic 
said, “shows the outbreak and progress 
of the war in the USSR and explains the 
Red Army’s victory by a strictly objective 
choice of facts. ; 

“It proves that the German defeat is 
not accidental, tracing old traditions of 
independence which are enhanced by new 
ones developed in decades of Soviet social- 


of the enemy and shows the noble aims 
which united progressive mankind in the 
Second World War.” 


The collective farmers, heroes of The 
North Star, Zaslavsky stated, are the 
real Soviet people, even with an American 
accent.” 

‘The picture shows that Soviet farm- 
ers are “proud guerillas, heroic defenders 
of the country” not “dull, meek muzhiks, 
as painted by the fascists and a section 
of the American press.” 

It also “gives a striking portrayal of 
the treachery and predatory character of 
the German attack. Soviet morals are 
counterpbsed to German immorality; the 
Soviet doctor-humanitarian to the Ger- 
man doctor-bandit.” 

The two Hollywood picture, by the 
truth of their presentation of Soviet life, 
Zaslavsky concluded, refute “German fas- 
cist propaganda trying to smear the So- 
viet Union and belittle the importance of 
Soviet victories. 

“German fascist propaganda does not 
lack accomplices in the USA. The Hearst- 
McCormick-Patterson press echoes Goeb- 
bels.“ 

But The North Star and Battle for 
Russia show that their vile slander is 
powerless in the face of Soviet truth. The 
delight of this truth is radiating through 
the world.” |
